Mr#  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration 
the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural 
District . 

During  the  first  quarter  of  1963  there  was  much  snow  and  wintry 
weather  conditions  more  severe  than  any  remembered  during  this  century. 
Many  waterpipes  were  frozen  and  some  watermains  so  that  some  groups  of 
houses  were  without  water  for  weeks*  Nevertheless  there  was  very  little 
illness ;and  it  was  only  after  the  thaw  started  that  there  were  many 
colds,  coughs  and  minor  illnesses. 

There  was  slow  but  steady  progress  toward  making  available  more 
piped  water  and  more  sewers.  There  are  still  a  few  remote  dwellings 
which  are  dependent  on  wells  and  there  are  still  several  villages  with¬ 
out  main  drainage®  Paper  work  preparatory  to  the  actual  installation 
of  sewers  in  Stock-bridge  and  Wellow  was  carried  out  during  the  year# 

In  the  report  for  1962  there  was  mention  that  gypsies  or 
travellers  had  become  a  problem  in  the  Parishes  along  the  boundary 
with  Southampton*  This  problem  increased  during  1963  and  by  the  end 
of  the  year  the  County  Council  had  announced  that  it  was  considering 
establishing  a  rehabilitation  centre  on  or  near  the  site  now 
unauthorisedly  used  by  the  travellers.  While  legal  actions  and 
negotiations  have  been  in  progress  no  proper  sanitary  arrangements 
have  been  made  at  the  unauthorised  ’camp1  and  the  site  has  been 
fouled.  It  is  important  that  action  be  taken  urgently  to  terminate 
this  unsatisfactory  lack  of  hygiene. 

Fluoridation  of  fluoride-weak  water  supplies  was  much  debated 
during  the  yeah.  Much  of  the  District  receives  its  water  from  the 
Southampton  Corporation  Water  Board  and  there  is  about  0.1  part  per 
million  naturally  occuring  fluoride  in  the  water.  After  considering 
the  views  expressed  by  consumers  the  Southampton  Water  Board  decided 
not  to  increase  the  amount  of  fluoride  in  the  water  supply.

There  is  still  a  great  deal  of  concern  about  the  incidence  of 
chronic  bronchitis  and  of  lung  cancer  and  the  continuing  smoking  of 
large  numbers  of  cigarettes.  The  tobacco  trade  maintains  most 
expensive  advertising  of  cigarettes  and  the  consumption  of  cigarettes 
is  not  diminished  in  most  sections  of  the  community  in  spite  of 
extensive  health  education  programmes. 

During  the  year  concern  was  expressed  in  various  parts  of  the 
world  about  the  effects  of  the  increasing  use  of  toxic  chemical 
insecticides  and  weed  killers  in  agriculture  and  in  gardens  both 
large  and  small.  It  is  probable  that  action  will  become  necessary 
to  prevent  serious  upset  of  the  balance  of  nature  among  wild  animals 
and  vegetable  life  especially  in  rural  areas.

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Comments  on  Vital  Statistics 

The  various  rates  calculated  from  the  births  and  deaths  are 
not  significantly  different  from  those  of  previous  years •  As  usual 
the  illegitimate  births  are  lower  than  the  national  average  as  many 
young  unmarried  women  who  are  pregnant  move  to  large  towns  where  there 
are  centres  to  help  unmarried  mothers*  The  special  problem  of 
children  deprived  from  birth  of  a  normal  family  life  is  becoming  a 
serious  national  problem. 

Once  again  there  were  no  deaths  of  mothers  during  childbirth 
and  very  few  deaths  from  infectious  diseases  nor  were  there  many 
deaths  from  accidents  in  the  Rural  District.  During  1963  there  were 
recorded  more  deaths  from  lung  cancer;  there  has  been  little  decrease 
in  cigarette  smoking  since  the  publication  in  February  1962  by  the 
Royal  College  of  Physicians  of  their  report  on  the  relation  between 
smoking  and  cancer  of  the  lung  and  chronic  bronchitis.  In  the 
country  generally  doctors  are  still  the  only  large  group  of  workers 
whose  smoking  habits  have  been  changed,  there  has  been  a  mnrked 
diminution  in  the  number  of  cigarette  smokers  among  the  medical, 
profession. 

SECTION  B.  -  GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH 

SERVICE. 

1.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  the  Borough  of  Romsey  and  an  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officer  and  School  Medical  Officer  of  the  Hampshire  County  Council. 
This  combined  appointment  helps  to  co-ordinate  the  medical  services 
supplied  by  the  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority  in 
accordance  with  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  19^-6, 
with  the  services  supplied  by  the  District  Council. 

Your  Council  also  has  nine  representatives  on  the  County 
Council  District  Health  Sub-Committee  -  the  District  comprising 
the  area  of  Romsey  aid  Stockbridge  Rural  District  and  Romsey 
Borough.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  also  attends  quarterly 
Meetings  of  the  District  Health  Sub-Committee. 

2.  The  County  Council  supply  the  following  services 
(a)  Ambulance  Services 

Ambulances  are  stationed  at  Romsey  (1)  and  Broughton 
(1)  and  controlled  from  the  County  Council  Offices  at 
Winchester.  Additional  ambulances  can  be  sent  to  the  District 
from  the  depot  at  ‘Winchester. 
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Nursing  in  the  Home  and  Health  Visiting 


District  Nurses  are  responsible  for  domiciliary  midwifery 
and  home  nursing*  They  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  County 
Council  Health  Visitors,  the  General  Practitioners  of  their 
areas,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health*  No  nursing 
arrangements  or  contribution  is  made  by  the  District  Council 
but  nine  members  represent  the  Council  on  the  District  Health 
Sub-Committee  of  the  County  Council*

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

(i)  Sixteen  ( 1 6 )  samples  of  water  from  private  sources 
were  submitted  for  bact eriological  examination  during  the 
year.  Ten  (10)  of  these  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

One  (1)  chemical  examination  of  water  from  a  well  in 
King’s  Somborne  parish  was  made  by  the  Analyst  and  the 
report  received  was  satisfactory. 

(ii)  The  West  Hampshire  Water  Company  remain  Statutory 
Undertakers  to  part  of  the  Parishes  of  Wellow  and  part 

of  Melchet  Park  and  Plaitford,  the  Southampton  Corporation 
being  Statutory  Undertakers  for  the  remainder  of  the 
District . 

(iii)  No  cases  of  contamination  by  lead  were  experienced 
during  the  year.

During  the  year  the  number  of  sewer  connections  in  the 
Parish  of  Nursling  and  Rownhams  increased  to  five  hundred  and 
fifty-seven  (557)  and  in.  the  Parish  of  North  Baddesley  to  six 
hundred  and  seventy-eight  (6?8). 

The  scheme  to  sewer  the  Beechwood  Crescent  area  of  the 
Parish  of  Ampfield  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  for  approval 
towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  continued  to  make 
progress  on  the  scheme  to  sewer  Stockbridge  and  were  instructed 
to  prepare  a  scheme  to  sewer  part  of  the  Parish  of  Wellow. 

Arrangements  were  made  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
for  the  contents  of  cesspool  emptying  vehicles,  owned  by  a 
private  firm,  to  be  discharged  into  the  Council's  sewers  at 
North  Baddesley.  This  will  help  the  Cleansing  Service 
considerably,  as  tipping  sites  are  becoming  increasingly  hard 
to  find  and  have  given  rise  to  public  health  nuisances  in  the 
past  • 


During  the  year  four  hundred  and  forty-two  (442)  yards 
of  7n  pumping  main  were  laid  in  the  Parish  of  North  Baddesley 
by  the  Unit  Cons trruc tion  Company.

HOUSING 


(i)  Four  (4)  one-bedroomed  flats  were  erected  at 
Stevens  Drove,  Houghton  and  four  (4)  one-bedroomed 
flats  at  Eldon  Road,  King’s  Somborne  during  the 
year.  These  are  all  occupied  by  old  people. 

(ii)  One  hundred  and  nineteen  (119)  houses  were  erected 
by  private  enterprise  during  the  year. 

(iii)  Moveable  Dwellings 

By  the  end  of  the  year  sixty-seven  (67)  sites  had 
been  licenced  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act,  i960.  The  total  number  of  caravans 
involved  is  two  hundred  and  eighteen  (2l8)

The  Model  Standards  are  enforced  in  full’*  respect 
of  those  licenced  sites  consisting  of  more  than  three 
(3)  caravans. 

(iv)  Slum  Clearance 

By  the  end  of  1963  eighty-one  (8l)  Demolition 
Orders  and  fifty-nine  (59)  Closing  Orders  had  been  made. 
In  addition  twenty-eight  (28)  Undertakings  had  been 
accepted  that  premises  would  not  be  relet  until 
rendered  fit  for  habitation  to  the  Council’s  satisfaction 

The  largest  number  of  slum-clearance  dwellings 
remaining  is  at  Stockbridge.  These  will  be  dealt  with 
when  the  proposed  sewer  is  in  use,  as  new  development  in 
the  village  will  then  be  possible. 

Public  Cleansing 

Refuse  continued  to  be  collected  fortnightly  through 
out  the  Rural  District. 

The  4-Wheel  Drive  Fordson  Major  Tractor  continued 
to  operate  reasonably  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year, 
but  being  an  adaption  of  a  standard  tractor  it  is  now 
thought  that  a  purpose-designed  mechanical  4-wheel  drive 
shovel  might  give  better  services,  albeit  that  the 
original  outlay  would  be  considerably  more.

The  fifteen  additional  acres  of  land  purchased 
during  1962  by  the  Council  for  a  fu.ture  controlled  tip 
will  not  be  available  for  use  for  approximately  three 
years ,  by  which  time  the  last  of  the  sand  should  have 
been  extracted.  There  is  still  a  large  area  of  the  tip 
at  present  in  use  to  be  filled  however  and  no  shortage 
of  tipping  space  will  occur.  e  -■> 

The  tractor  garage  was  completed  early  in  the  year 
on  the  Casbrook  site  and  has  proved  a  most  desirable 
acquisition,  in  that  the  tractor  has  not  to  be  brought 
from  Romsey  each  day  -  resulting  in  a  longer  working  day 
for  the  operator  at  the  tip.

Rodent  Control 

Mr.  Lanaghan  continued  to  act  as  Rodent  Officer  to  the  Council 
throughout  the  year  and  no  Rodent  Operator  was  appointed. 

Sixty-eight  (b8)  Agricultural  Premises,  sixteen  (16)  Business 
Premises  and  one  hundred  and  seventy  (170)  Private  Dwellings  were 
surveyed  during  the  year. 


In  addition  treatment  was  afforded  to  three  hundred  and  fifty 
(350)  infestations  in  Private  Houses,  forty  (40)  infestations  on 
Business  Premises  and  seventy-one  (71)  infestations  on  Agricultural 
land . 

The  number  of  properties  surveyed  shows  a  substantial  reduction 
on  the  figures  for  1962,  due  to  the  reduction  in  staff,  but  no 
serious  build-up  in  the  rat  population  was  experienced*

As  in  previous  years  triple  antigen  was  used  for  most 
infants,  babies  being  given  protection  against  whooping-cough 
and  tetanus  at  the  same  time  as  diphtheria.  Quadruple  antigen, 
giving  protection  against  whooping-cough ,  diphtheria,  tetanus 
and  poliomyelitis  was  introduced  by  the  pharmaceutical  chemists 
but  is  obtainable  only  on  prescription  for  individuals  and  has 
not  yet  been  widely  adopted.

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These  figures  show  an  alarmingly  low  rate  of  primary  vaccination 
among  young  children.  This  may  be  in  part  a  reflection  of  newspaper 
discussions  questioning  the  value  of  vaccination  in  Britain  but  it 
appears  that  after  the  anxiety  about  smallpox  in  1962  had  passed 
people  have  just  not  bothered  to  have  their  children  protected* 

Modern  rapid  intercontinental  travel  could  bring  people  incubating 
smallpox  to  nearby  air  and  seaports  and  it  is  most  important  that 
all  healthy  children  be  vaccinated.

Oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  was  first  used  in  this  country  on 
a  large  scale  in  Hull  during  October,  1961  and  subsequently  it  was 
announced  that  the  oral  vaccine  would  be  available  for  general  use* 
Oral  vaccine  has  been  freely  available  since  the  early  summer  of 
1962  and  during  1963  the  majority  of  vaccinations  were  carried 
out  with  oral  vaccine. 

Many  people  are  inclined  to  forget  the  need  for  vaccination 
since  the  disease  has  been  very  nearly  wiped  cut  from  the  country* 
There  is  no  doubt  that  this  happy  decrease  in  incidence  is  in 
large  part  due  to  vaccination  administered  during  the  past  few 
years  and  it  is  essential  that  a  high  level  of  vaccination  should 
be  maintained*  There  are  still  many  children  who  are  not  taken 
to  a  doctor  for  the  three  doses  of  vaccine*

their  thirteenth  year  are  offered  vaccination.  This  vaccination 
is  not  given  if  the  preliminary  skin  test  shows  that  the  child 
already  has  an  immunity  to  tuberculosis.  During  the  year  Eeaf 
testing  and  B.C.G,  vaccination  was  carried  out  at  Stoc abridge 
County  Secondary  School,  sixty- two  (62)  children  were  tested, 
eighteen  (18)  were  found  to  have  an  immunity  to  tuberculosis 
and  forty-eight  ( 46 )  r eceived  vaccination  with  B.C.G. 
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
